Introducing  Pine  Manor 


PINE  MANOR  is  a two-year  liberal 
arts  college  for  young  women  with 
coordinate  studies  at  some  neighbor- 
ing colleges.  Located  on  a 79-acre 
country  campus,  it  is,  surprisingly, 
only  five  miles  from  the  center  of 
downtown  Boston. 

Pine  Manor  is  a personal  place.  It 
was  founded  in  1911  because  a 
small  group  of  seniors  at  Dana  Hall 
School  in  Wellesley,  Massachusetts, 
went  to  the  administration  and 
asked  for  a year  of  post-graduate 
study.  The  administration  responded 
favorably.  This  sensitivity  to  student 
need  became  traditional  at  Pine 
Manor. 

Today  there  is  deep  concern  for 
the  individual  student.  The  College 
is  small  — 512  students  — and  there 
is  close  rapport  between  instructors 
and  students.  Faculty  members  are 
primarily  teachers,  not  researchers, 
and,  undistracted  by  the  needs  of 
upperclassmen,  they  focus  on  first- 
and  second-year  students  in  a per- 
son-to-person  kind  of  education. 


Coordinate  Studies 

In  the  fall  of  1971  the  College 
began  a new  coordinate  studies  pro- 
gram, adding  yet  another  dimension 
to  the  Pine  Manor  experience.  Pine 
Manor  students,  if  they  wish,  may 
now  go  to  certain  neighboring  insti- 
tutions for  some  courses,  and  young 
men  from  these  colleges  may  enter 
some  Pine  Manor  classes.  Both  are 
able  to  take  courses  not  available  on 


their  own  campuses  through  this 
wider  selection  of  course  offerings. 
Credits  earned  in  this  way  count 
toward  the  degrees  awarded  by  their 
own  colleges. 

New  Approach  for  Freshman  Year 

A novel  approach  to  college 
study  awaits  the  entering  Pine 
Manor  freshman.  Half  of  the  first- 
year  program  consists  of  electives, 
allowing  a student  to  follow  her  spe- 
cial interests  in  the  liberal  arts.  The 
other  half  of  the  program  is  devoted 
to  improving  the  student’s  grasp  of 
English  (a  basic  tool  of  all  higher 
education)  and  to  introducing  her  to 
the  broad  sweep  of  the  humanities. 

At  Pine  Manor  each  freshman 
participates  in  an  exciting  new  proj- 
ect, unique  at  Pine  Manor,  which 
unites  members  of  the  freshman 
class  in  a novel,  central  experience 
through  a Cross-Disciplinary  Course 
in  the  Humanities. 

The  initial  impact  of  the  course 
comes  through  a series  of  motion 
pictures,  for  the  most  part  con- 
temporary, that  have  both  immedi- 
ate appeal  and  far-reaching  signifi- 
cance — films  such  as  Zabriskie 
Point;  If;  A Man  for  All  Seasons; 

They  Shoot  Horses,  Don't  They?; 
and  Last  Summer.  Ideas  dramatically 
presented  in  the  films  are  then  pur- 
sued in  reading  material  and  dis- 
cussed in  small  seminars  led  by 
some  of  Pine  Manor’s  most  inspiring 
instructors.  Representing  various 


disciplines,  these  men  and  women 
have  been  especially  trained  as  team 
teachers  for  this  unusual  program. 

Each  week  the  course  focuses  on 
a single  film.  Students  and  teachers 
view  it  on  Monday  afternoon.  The 
seminars  meet  on  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  mornings  for  discussion, 
and  then  students  view  the  film 
once  again  on  Thursday  afternoon 
for  further  evaluation. 

Films,  then,  become  not  adjuncts 
to  the  learning  process,  but  the  cen- 
tral core.  They  are  treated  not 
primarily  as  works  of  art,  but  as 
visual  and  aural  expressions  of  signif- 
icant human  experience.  Books,  im- 
portant as  they  are,  become  second- 
ary, an  outgrowth  from  the  films 
rather  than  a way  into  them. 

The  course  provides  an  original 
approach  to  the  personal  and  social 
concerns  of  young  people.  Students 
come  to  realize  that  the  contem- 
porary scene,  so  vivid  and  impelling, 
is  nevertheless  strongly  enbedded  in 
the  Western  World’s  cultural  past, 
and  they  search  out  how  it  is  pos- 
sible that  their  concerns,  so  urgent, 
so  wholly  of  their  time,  can  also 
have  been  the  concerns  of  man 
throughout  his  history. 

The  Greater  Boston  Area 

Students  at  Pine  Manor  come 
from  all  over  the  United  States  and 
from  abroad.  For  most  of  them 
New  England  is  an  exciting,  new  ex- 
perience. The  large  number  of  col- 
leges in  the  Boston  area  makes  it 


possible  for  Pine  Manor  students  to 
visit  other  campuses  and  to  entertain 
guests  from  other  colleges  at  Pine 
Manor.  Boston’s  theatres,  museums, 
symphony,  opera,  and  ballet  are  just 
five  miles  away  — at  the  end  of  a 
short  trip  by  car  or  subway.  Some 
students  enjoy  trips  to  the  seashore; 
others  prefer  skiing  in  the  moun- 
tains. In  New  England,  activities  are 
so  varied  that  there  is  something  of 
interest  for  almost  everyone. 

Transfer 

The  two-year  liberal  arts  program 
offers  you  a chance  to  investigate  a 
number  of  subjects  before  deciding 
upon  your  major  field.  After  this 
period  of  exploration  you  will  be 
ready  to  make  a wise  choice  for 
your  next  years,  for  you  will  know 
yourself  better  and  you  will  be  able 
to  pinpoint  more  precisely  the  kind 
of  college,  university,  or  other  an- 
swer best  suited  for  you  personally. 

In  recent  years  almost  85%  of 
Pine  Manor  graduates  have  trans- 
ferred as  juniors  to  such  colleges  as 
Barnard,  Bowdoin,  Occidental,  Ober- 
lin,  Skidmore,  and  Wellesley  and 
such  universities  as  Boston,  Cornell, 
Denver,  Vanderbilt,  and  Yale  as  well 
as  the  universities  of  almost  every 
state. 

Pine  Manor  students  find  that  the 
College  gives  them  an  exceptionally 
strong  background  for  advanced 
study,  and  that  their  upperclass 
years  are  more  meaningful  because  the 
first  two  were  spent  at  Pine  Manor. 
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The  Behavorial  Sciences 


Man  has  always  wondered  about 
himself,  his  interpersonal  and  social 
behavior,  his  institutions,  and  his 
various  cultures.  If  you,  too,  have 
wondered  about  these  ideas,  you 
should  investigate  the  Department  of 
Behavioral  Sciences,  for  it  is  con- 
cerned with  the  study  of  man  and 
his  behavior. 

There  are  courses  in  psychology, 
sociology,  anthropology,  and  child 
development.  Here  you  can  begin  to 
answer  some  of  your  own  questions, 
and  you  may  explore  a number  of 
fields  without  having  to  commit 
yourself  to  any  one  of  them.  Mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  are  ready  and 
willing  to  help  you  select  your  pro- 
gram, consider  various  occupational 
choices,  and  make  tentative  plans 
for  the  future. 

Psychology  is  a study  of  the  in- 
dividual and  his  interpersonal  rela- 
tionships. The  introductory  course 
covers  the  whole  field.  Second-level 
courses  include  Developmental  Psy- 
chology, Psychology  of  Personality, 
and  Social  Psychology.  In  these 
courses  the  focus  is  on  the  develop- 
ing person  from  birth  through 
death  — various  theories  as  to  why 
people  are  what  they  are  and  why 
they  do  what  they  do,  and  the  rela- 
tionships between  individuals  and 
groups.  Many  case  studies  are  used 
and  field  experiences  are  open  to  all 
students. 


Psychology  focuses  on  the  in- 
dividual; sociology  looks  to  the 
group  for  its  subject  matter.  The 
purpose  of  the  introductory  course 
is  to  give  you  some  of  the  basic 
tools  so  that  you  can  analyze  soci- 
ety and  some  of  its  problems.  Ad- 
vanced, problem-centered  courses 
include:  Urban  Problems,  Race  and 
Ethnic  Relations,  Social  Change , and 
Sociology  of  Deviance. 

Anthropology  has  the  broadest 
perspective  of  the  three  major  be- 
havioral sciences.  It  is  concerned 
with  the  history  of  man  and  entire 
cultures.  As  a student  learns  the 
skills  and  theories  of  the  anthro- 
pologist, she  becomes  better 
equipped  to  understand  and  eval- 
uate her  own  culture  and  those  of 
others.  In  addition  to  the  intro- 
ductory course,  advanced  seminars 
are  tailored  to  meet  the  needs  of  in- 
dividual students. 

Child  development  is  the  fourth 
area  in  the  Behavioral  Sciences.  This 
popular  Pine  Manor  program  is  de- 
scribed on  the  opposite  page. 

Through  these  courses  and  related 
activities,  Pine  Manor  introduces  the 
student  to  some  very  old  questions 
and  problems  and  presents  modern 
means  of  analysis  and  some  tentative 
solutions.  There  are  both  a timeless- 
ness and  a timeliness  in  the  Be- 
havioral Sciences  which  may  prove 
fascinating  to  you. 


Have  you  thought  about  working 
with  people?  Are  some  of  your  in- 
terests related  to  children?  If  so, 

Pine  Manor  has  a program  for  you 
— a program  in  Child  Development 
in  the  Department  of  Behavioral  Sci- 
ences. 

Here  you  will  not  find  a narrow, 
specialized  program,  but  rather 
something  which  the  College  believes 
is  better  — a broadening  educational 
experience  within  the  liberal  arts  tra- 
dition. 

The  program,  of  course,  offers 
specific  courses:  Child  Development, 
Socialization  of  the  Suburban  Child, 
Socialization  of  the  Urban  Child, 
and  Directed  Studies  in  Child  Devel- 
opment. In  these  classes  you  will  be- 
come aware  of  the  child  (and  your- 
self) from  various  points  of  view 
and  in  a variety  of  contexts. 

Through  readings,  lectures,  films,  dis- 
cussions, field  trips,  and  experiences 
of  working  directly  with  children  in 
nursery  schools,  kindergartens,  day 
care  centers  and  programs  for  the 
retarded,  you  will  become  more 
aware,  not  only  of  children,  but  also 
of  your  own  thoughts  and  feelings 
in  relation  to  them.  Directed  Studies 
in  child  development  and  psychol- 
ogy offer  you  the  opportunity  to 
work  on  your  own  special  project. 


There  is  a Child  Study  Center  on 
campus  which  students  use  as  a lab- 
oratory. 

Anyone  wanting  to  work  with 
children  needs  a broad  frame  of 
reference  from  which  to  view  this 
task.  The  child  is  a biological  and 
psychological  person.  He  is  also  a 
member  of  a family,  belongs  to 
socio-economic  groups,  lives  in  a 
specific  cultural  context  and  is  ex- 
posed to  various  educational  philoso- 
phies. Consequently,  in  addition  to 
courses  in  child  development,  you 
will  be  encouraged  to  take  courses 
in  biology,  psychology,  sociology 
and  anthropology. 

You  will  not  be  trained  as  a 
teacher  nor  will  you  be  awarded  a 
graduate  degree  in  clinical  psychol- 
ogy, child  psychology,  or  psychiatric 
social  work,  for  these  are  the  objec- 
tives of  some  of  the  best  four-year 
specialized  colleges  and  graduate 
schools  in  the  country. 

Pine  Manor’s  goal  is  to  provide 
you  with  a sound  and  purposeful 
background  for  further  study,  and, 
if  you  wish,  you,  like  many  Pine 
Manor  graduates,  may  transfer  as  a 
junior  to  another  college  and  go  on 
successfully  to  graduate  school.  If 
you  are  thinking  about  working  with 
children,  consider  Pine  Manor. 


Child  Development 


If  you  are  already  involved  in 
music,  theatre  or  dance  or  are  hop- 
ing to  try  these  studies  in  college, 
you  will  find  an  enthusiastic  and 
individualized  approach  at  Pine 
Manor.  The  Department  of  Perform- 
ing Arts  includes  all  three  areas  as 
part  of  the  Pine  Manor  liberal  arts 
course. 


There  is  a special  two-year  pro- 
gram in  each  field  but  the  philos- 
ophy of  the  department  is  that 
these  are  interrelated  arts  and  that 
students  in  one  area  gain  from  ex- 
perience in  the  others.  In  other 
words,  the  singer  benefits  from  work 
in  acting  and  dancing;  the  actor, 
from  vocal  study;  and  the  dancer, 


from  training  in  music.  An  example 
of  this  integration  is  Music  for 
Dancers,  a course  designed  to  assist 
dance  students  in  researching  and 
adapting  music  for  their  choreog- 
raphy, and  to  acquaint  them  with 
musical  styles,  forms,  and  terminol- 
ogy. 

Projects  and  performances  are  in- 


tegrated whenever  possible,  com- 
bining the  talents  of  students  in 
dance,  theatre,  and  music,  as  in  the 
recent  student  production  of  Oliver! 

Ellsworth  Hall  with  its  large  audi- 
torium, apron  stage,  rehearsal  hall, 
studios,  and  classrooms  is  the 
modern  and  well-equipped  center  for 
the  Performing  Arts.

The  Music  Program 

The  study  of  music  at  Pine 
Manor  is  arranged  to  meet  the  needs 
of  each  individual  student.  There  is, 
however,  a recommended  core  pro- 
gram which  identifies  courses  con- 
sidered essential  for  the  serious 
student  — studio  music,  music 
theory  and  harmony,  and  an  intro- 
duction to  music  history  and  litera- 
ture. 

Desirable  electives  are  also  sug- 
gested. These  vary  from  the  17th 
Century  Baroque  Era  through  20th 
Century  Music.  Private  instruction  in 
voice,  piano,  organ,  and  harpsichord 
is  given  by  full-time  Pine  Manor 
faculty  members.  Instruction  in 
other  instruments,  if  requested,  is 
usually  available. 

The  goal  of  the  Music  Program  is 
not  to  fit  everyone  into  a common 
experience,  but  rather  to  inform  and 
to  encourage  each  student  to  con- 
sider her  options  carefully  and  to 
choose  wisely. 

Last  year,  Tor  example,  two  stu- 
dents wanted  to  study  the  flute. 

One  had  never  before  held  a flute  in 
her  hands.  But  she  had  a friend  who 
played  this  instrument,  and  she 
wanted  intensely  to  try  it  herself.  A 
flute  was  purchased,  lessons  were  be- 
gun, and  at  a workshop  performance 
in  May  she  performed!  The  selection 
was  brief,  the  breath  was  precarious 
at  times,  the  technical  command  was 
limited  — but  she  enjoyed  the  ex- 
perience greatly! 

The  other  student  came  to  Pine 


Manor  with  a substantial  background 
of  prior  study  in  flute;  there  was  no 
question  but  that  she  would  con- 
tinue her  studies.  This  player  took 
part  in  the  workshop  performance. 
Her  program  included  a baroque 
sonata  and  a selection  for  unaccom- 
panied flute. 

The  technique  was  quite  assured, 
the  awareness  of  style  was  apparent, 
the  tone  showed  development.  At 
Commencement  in  June,  she  was 
given  the  Ruth  Ann  Sleeper  Award 
for  a promising  music  student,  a 
scholarship  for  music  studies  in  the 
senior  year. 

The  Fanny  Reed  Hammond  Col- 
lection of  Keyboard  Instruments, 
used  for  instruction  and  for  con- 
certs, is  housed  in  Ellsworth  Hall. 
Included  are  a Dolmetch  clavichord, 
a celesta,  a Mozart  piano,  a Challis 
harpsichord,  18th  century  pianos  by 
Adam  Beyer  and  Johannes  Broad- 
wood,  three  organs,  including  an 
early  chamber-type  organ,  many 
standard  pianos,  and  a concert-size 
harpsichord. 


If  you  are  considering  studying 
music  in  any  one  of  its  various 
forms,  you  will  benefit  by  Pine 
Manor’s  personal  approach. 


The  Theatre  Program 

If  the  magic  of  the  theatre  has 
touched  you,  and  you  are  looking 
forward  to  study  in  drama  and 
speech  in  college,  you  will  find  the  - 
Pine  Manor  program  offers  an  excit- 
ing prospect.  Training  in  public 
speaking,  acting,  and  stagecraft  await 
you  as  well  as  courses  in  the  history 
of  the  theatre  to  put  your  studies  in 
proper  perspective. 

In  the  acting  courses  the  goal  is 
the  release  of  the  beginning  actor’s 
individuality  through  improvisation, 
pantomime,  and  scene  study.  A stu- 
dent’s whole  personality  is  given 
consideration  and  she  is  encouraged 
to  progress  at  her  own  speed. 

Students  gain  valuable  experience 
through  the  presentation  of  major 
productions  such  as  The  Prime  of 
Miss  Jean  Brodie  and  A Delicate 
Balance.  Young  men  from  neighbor- 
ing colleges  frequently  take  part  in 
these  performances. 

Student-directed,  laboratory  plays 
included  Marigolds , the  1971  Pul- 
itzer Prize  play  by  Paul  Zindel.  As 
part  of  their  class  work,  students  at- 
tended a professional  production  of 
the  play  in  Boston.  The  next  week 
the  star,  Eileen  Heckart,  visited  the 
Pine  Manor  class  and  discussed  the 
play  and  her  creation  of  the  leading 


character.  The  culmination  of  the 
study  was  the  students’  own  produc- 
tion of  the  play. 

In  the  course  Introduction  to 
Readers  Theater,  students  this  past 
year  adapted  and  presented  Love 
Story  in  Ellsworth  Hall. 

If  you  are  interested  in  the  artis- 
tic backstage  activities,  so  important 
to  any  theatrical  production,  the 
courses,  Scenic  Production  and  Stage 
Design  and  Lighting  offer  practical 
experience  in  mounting  major  shows. 

For  many  students  there  is  noth- 
ing so  thrilling  as  taking  part,  on- 
stage or  backstage,  in  a dramatic 
performance  at  Pine  Manor.

Dance 


The  Dance  Program 

Study  in  the  Pine  Manor  Dance 
Program  will  help  you  to  learn  and 
grow  as  a dancer  — and  also  as  a 
person.  Dance,  like  other  arts,  re- 
quires discipline  and  dedication,  and 
Pine  Manor  students  are  trained  to 
meet  professional  standards.  But 
something  more  is  added  in  this 
program.  You  will  be  encouraged, 
whatever  your  level  of  proficiency, 
to  discover  a deeper  awareness  of 
yourself,  to  express  through  move- 
ment and  composition  your  own 
unique  way  of  relating  to  life.  Work- 
ing individually  or  in  small  groups, 
you  will  experience  an  exciting,  per- 
sonal involvement. 

The  Dance  Program  offers  a 
variety  of  experience  in  dance  tech- 
niques, composition,  and  per- 
formance. Unusual  at  the  junior  col- 
lege level  are  the  Pine  Manor  classes 
in  technique,  taken  three  times  a 
week  for  credit;  courses  in  compo- 
sition, also  for  credit;  and  numerous 
opportunities  to  perform.  Students 
may  also  pursue  individual  interests 
through  special  projects.  For  in- 
stance, a recent  student  made  an 
independent  study  of  dance  therapy, 
which  she  submitted  as  part  of  her 
work  in  the  Department  of  Behav- 
ioral Sciences. 

The  experience  of  performing,  ex- 
citing and  satisfying  in  itself,  is  also 
important  to  personal  and  pro- 
fessional growth,  and  many  oppor- 
tunities to  perform  are  offered 
throughout  the  year.  Students  of 


dance  originate,  direct,  and  produce 
their  own  programs,  combining 
choreography,  costumes,  lighting  ef- 
fects, music,  and,  at  times,  films. 
They  also  take  part  in  programs 
given  jointly  by  the  music,  drama 
and  dance  divisions  of  the  Perform- 
ing Arts  Department,  ranging  from 
informal  presentations  to  major  pro- 
ductions. 

You  will  find  unusual  variety  and 
strength  in  the  study  of  dance  at 
Pine  Manor.  As  a junior  college  pro- 
gram, it  is  quite  special. 


In  the  Pine  Manor  Department  of 
Social  Sciences,  classes  are  generally 
small  enough  that  dialogue  involving 
students  and  faculty  is  the  rule 
rather  than  the  exception.  Various 
methods  of  teaching  and  learning  are 
employed  . . . simulation  . . . role- 
playing  . . . model  UN  . . . records 
. . . tapes  . . . films  . . . reading  and 
discussion.  You  will  find  that  devel- 
oping social  awareness  — of  then 
and  now  — is  the  aim  of  the  De- 
partment. 

If  you  are  puzzling  over  the  com- 
plexity of  the  contemporary  world, 
you  may  want  to  take  courses  in 
economics,  ranging  in  focus  from 
wage,  price,  income,  tax,  and  invest- 
ment policies  to  problems  in  em- 
ployment and  inflation. 

Then  there  is  history  . . . explore 
vicariously  the  ruins  of  an  ancient 
Sumerian  temple  community  ...  re- 
create the  court  atmosphere  at  Ver- 
sailles . . . recapture  the  tension  of 
frontier  life  in  colonial  America  . . . 
review  the  gripping  problems  and 
fears  and  the  glimmers  of  hope  and 


progress  in  the  experience  of  Black 
Americans.  In  these  courses,  the  em- 
phasis is  as  much  on  developing 
historical  perspective  as  on  enlarging 
the  student’s  fund  of  facts.  If  you 
are  a person  who  wants  to  know 
why,  developing  an  historical  per- 
spective will  be  important  to  you. 

Perhaps,  like  many  students  in 
the  ’70s,  you  are  vitally  interested 
in  political  science.  At  Pine  Manor, 
courses  in  this  subject  range  from 
the  differences  in  the  political  ideas 
of  Plato,  Aristotle,  Machiavelli,  and 
Jefferson  to  the  current  practices  of 
nations  and  international  politics. 

As  practical  experience  in  inter- 
national affairs,  20  Pine  Manor  stu- 
dents last  year  participated  in  the 
model  General  Assembly  of  the 
United  Nations,  held  in  New  York 
for  college  students. 

Whether  you  want  a one-course 
introduction  to  political  science  or 
anticipate  majoring  in  it  and  are 
looking  ahead  to  a career  in  govern- 
ment or  law,  you  will  find  reward- 
ing study  at  Pine  Manor. 


The  Social  Sciences 


The  Biological  and  Physical  Sciences 


The  Department  of  Biological  and 
Physical  Sciences  has  two  major  con- 
cerns — to  educate  young  women  in 
the  discipline  of  science  and  to  pre- 
pare certain  young  women  for 
careers  in  the  scientific  community. 
Pine  Manor  students  become  ecol- 
ogists, marine  oceanographers, 
teachers,  doctors,  nurses,  or  any  one 
of  many  types  of  scientists.  Many 
young  women  use  their  science 
training  in  other  areas  of  concern  — 
conservation  groups,  elementary 
school  teaching,  and,  yes,  even 
cooking. 

In  this  department  you  will  dis- 
cover that  science  is  a way  of  think- 
ing, of  understanding  and  evaluating 
information,  and  of  dealing  with  the 
world.  It  is  also  communication  — 
listening,  learning,  questioning,  and 
criticizing.  Instructors  emphasize  not 
the  rote  learning  of  material  but  the 
correlation  and  integration  of  infor- 
mation. The  student  is  encouraged 
to  search  out  the  concepts  of  a dis- 
cipline, rather  than  to  memorize 
endless  formulae,  names  and  species. 

You  will  find  the  courses  are  gen- 
erally traditional  in  scope,  but  rele- 
vant in  terms  of  presentation. 


Zoology  — problem  solving;  botany  — 
ecological  problems;  chemistry  — 
analysis;  mathematics  — statistical 
evaluation.  Each  instructor  teaches 
from  his  own  discipline  with  a view 
to  the  world  beyond  the  campus. 

Directed  Studies  in  Biology  offers 
an  opportunity  to  learn  at  an  ad- 
vanced level,  to  study  in  small 
groups  subjects  such  as  embryology, 
marine  ecology  or  genetics.  It  is  a 
chance  to  stretch  and  grow  intel- 
lectually. 

The  Department  uses  laboratory 
equipment  to  enlarge  the  student’s 
curiosity  and  capacity  to  learn.  At 
Pine  Manor  the  primary  function  of 
good  equipment  is  to  help  the  stu- 
dent to  understand  for  herself. 

The  laboratory  is  a place  to  learn 
how  things  happen,  to  get  involved 
in  working  with  one  or  more  stu- 
dents on  experiments.  At  Pine 
Manor  laboratory  sections  are  small, 
with  close  rapport  between  teacher 
and  student. 

The  instructors  are  young,  con- 
cerned, involved.  They  work  with 
the  student,  learn  with  the  student, 
learn  from  the  student.  You  will  find 
this  department  lively  and  relevant. 


Philosophy  and  Religion 


In  the  study  of  philosophy  and 
religion,  the  great  questions  of  life 
are  considered.  What  is  man?  How  is 
he  related  to  the  world  and  the 
universe?  Unlike  college  courses 
which  deal  with  specialized  areas  of 
knowledge,  philosophy  and  religion 
attempt  to  view  life  as  a whole. 

When  you  first  study  philosophy, 
you  will  probably  suffer  from  a 
common  student  malady  — impa- 
tience with  the  intellectual  method. 
Many  students  want  quick  and 
specific  answers.  But  in  philosophy 
every  step  is  argued,  every  belief  is 
criticized  and  conclusions  are  not 
easy  to  gain.  Evidence  is  needed  for 
everything. 

In  any  college  religion  class,  there 
are  students  who  are  familiar  with 
various  religious  traditions  but  who 
have  never  thoughtfully  examined 


them.  And  there  are  other  students 
quite  ignorant  of  the  tenets  of  any 
of  the  great  religions.  Inevitably, 
there  is  a clash  between  these  two 
groups.  But  usually  they  buckle 
down  together  to  an  objective  study 
of  the  theological  and  ethical  beliefs 
found  in  the  world  religions.  And  in 
the  process  frequently  they  come  to 
examine  and  reevaluate  their  own 
personal  beliefs  and  practices. 

In  philosophy  and  religion  you 
will  learn  to  scrutinize  from  every 
angle  the  concepts  of  human  exis- 
tence such  as  justice,  equality,  dig- 
nity, peace,  security,  happiness,  and 
love.  Whatever  your  original  reaction 
to  these  words  may  be,  it  is  likely 
that  after  work  in  this  department 
your  thinking  will  have  undergone  a 
transformation  and  you  will  view 
life  from  new  perspectives. 


The  study  of  languages  plays  an 
important  role  at  Pine  Manor. 

Courses  in  French,  Spanish,  and  Ital- 
ian are  offered  at  various  levels  to 
accommodate  students  with  differing 
language  backgrounds.  Whether  you 
want  to  begin  one  of  these  lan- 
guages or  continue  with  more  ad- 
vanced work,  there  will  be  a course 
to  fit  your  needs. 

In  fact,  if  you  have  studied  a lan- 
guage not  offered  at  Pine  Manor  and 
are  eager  to  go  on  with  it,  special 
arrangement  can  usually  be  made  at 
another  college  with  which  Pine 
Manor  cooperates  in  a program  of 
coordinate  study. 

In  this  jet  age  with  its  ever- 
present international  overtones,  most 
students  find  a second  language  al- 
most a must.  At  Pine  Manor  empha- 
sis is  placed  on  oral  and  written 
skills  and  on  the  civilization  and  lit- 
erature of  the  country  studied  so 
that  as  a student  gains  in  fluency, 
she  also  grows  in  understanding  a 
culture  other  than  her  own. 

Two  large  language  laboratories 
with  a library  of  tapes  and  records 
complement  class  assignments.  For 
students  who  wish  to  improve  their 


fluency  outside  the  classroom,  there 
are  special  tables  in  the  dining  room 
where  a foreign  language  must  be 
spoken. 

Students  interested  in  French 
may  choose  to  live  in  the  Pine 
Manor  French  House.  There,  French 
is  the  spoken  language,  and  a young 
couple  from  France,  living  in  the 
house,  enjoy  talking  with  students. 

Another  special  opportunity  for 
the  student  of  French  is  a semester 
in  Paris,  preceded  by  an  orientation 
period  in  Tours  (the  Loire  Valley), 
which  is  available  early  in  the  senior 
year.  After  graduation  from  Pine 
Manor  an  excellent  program  for  the 
third  year  in  France  is  offered. 

Le  Cercle  Francois  and  El  Ci'rculo 
Espahol  are  extracurricular  activities 
for  language  students.  Films,  plays, 
museum  visits,  dinner  parties,  and 
informal  social  gatherings  are  among 
the  events  planned.  Guests  often  in- 
clude foreign  students  and  other 
language  enthusiasts  in  the  Boston- 
Cambridge  area. 

If  you  like  languages,  you  will 
enjoy  the  excellent  language  instruc- 
tion and  the  variety  of  related  activ- 
ities at  Pine  Manor. 


Modern  Languages 


Art  History 


In  the  Department  of  Art  History 
you  will  find  a variety  of  courses. 
Each  instructor  is  a specialist  in  at 
least  one  area,  if  not  more,  thus 
making  possible  a wide  range  of 
study. 

Pine  Manor’s  location  in  the 
greater  Boston  area  will  enable  you 
to  take  advantage  of  some  of  the 
most  important  museums  and  librar- 
ies in  the  nation.  If  you  elect 
courses  in  art  history,  you  will  be 
able  to  investigate  and  experience 
rare,  original  works  of  art  as  part  of 
your  class  assignment. 

A popular  survey  course  is  Princi- 
ples and  Appreciation  of  Art  which 
provides  a basic  first  step  in  the 
evaluation,  judgment,  and  appreci- 
ation of  art  and  acquaints  a stu- 
dent with  the  materials,  techniques, 
and  styles  found  in  architecture, 
sculpture,  painting,  drawing,  and 
graphics. 

Particularly  appealing  to  students 
are  the  more  specific  and  detailed 
courses,  Classical  Art:  Aegean  and 
Greek ; Classical  Art:  Etruscan  and 
Roman;  Italian  Renaissance  Art: 

15th  and  16th  Centuries;  Northern 
Renaissance  Painting;  and  Baroque 
Art.  Other  studies  of  special  interest 
to  many  young  Americans  are 


American  Art;  Nineteenth  Century 
Art;  and  Twentieth  Century  Art. 

Lectures  in  art  history  are  illus- 
trated with  slides  from  the  Pine 
Manor  collection  of  more  than 
13,000.  Classes  are  small  enough  to 
allow  discussion  and  imaginative  in- 
quiry, often  stimulated  by  use  of 
double  projections  for  comparison 
and  knowledge. 

Of  definite  challenge  to  the  more 
advanced  student  are  Directed 
Studies  in  such  areas  as  Contempo- 
rary Problems  in  Art,  Primitive  Art, 
Problems  in  Art  History,  Recurring 
Classical  Influences,  and  Recurring 
Influences  of  Romanticism  in  Art. 
These  are  conducted  on  an  individ- 
ual basis  or  in  small  seminars  where 
a friendly  but  scholarly  rapport  is 
established  between  teacher  and 
student. 

Each  year  the  Department  spon- 
sors two  print  shows  and  sales,  at 
which  students  may  view  and  pur- 
chase original  graphics  by  the 
world’s  great  masters  from  the  17th 
Century  to  the  present.  These  events 
offer  an  opportunity  for  learning 
through  examination,  and  they 
sharpen  the  students’  appetite  for 
future  investigation,  a prime  purpose 
of  any  education! 


If  you  already  have  a special  in- 
terest in  art  and  design,  or  if  you 
just  wish  to  explore  an  exciting  new 
field,  the  Pine  Manor  Visual  Arts 
program  is  geared  to  meeting  your 
needs.  Pine  Manor  has  long  had  a 
tradition  of  excellence  in  this  field. 

Classes  in  the  Visual  Arts  take 
the  form  of  workshops  or  studios  — 
some  are  highly  structured  and  re- 
quire regular  attendance  while  others 
emphasize  independent  work  with 
guidance  and  criticism  by  one  or 
more  members  of  the  professional 
faculty.  In  all,  freedom  of  action  and 
of  communication  is  encouraged. 

Courses  range  from  a considera- 
tion of  basic  problems  in  organiza- 
tion, color  relationships,  design  and 
communication  through  beginning 
and  more  advanced  experience  in 
various  graphic  media,  printmaking, 
sculpture,  drawing,  painting,  and 
photography. 

The  art  studios  provide  a potter’s 
wheel,  a kiln  for  firing,  presses  for 
graphics,  and  photo  silk-screen 
equipment.  In  a large  and  modern 
photography  laboratory,  students  en- 
joy experimenting  with  darkroom 
techniques. 

If  you  are  a novice  in  the  study 
of  art,  don’t  worry;  you  will  be  wel- 


comed and  given  particular  encour- 
agement. The  program  is  planned 
to  help  you  gain  insight  into  the 
creative  process  and  to  develop  your 
own  creativity  through  increasing 
your  sensitivity  and  judgment  and 
your  skill  in  working  in  a chosen 
medium. 

However,  if  you  are  a more  ad- 
vanced student,  considering  transfer 
after  Pine  Manor  to  a specialized 
school  of  art,  challenging  work 
awaits  you.  Specific  sequences  of 
courses  will  provide  a strong  back- 
ground for  further  study.  Students 
with  special  interests  and  exceptional 
ability  may  wish  to  take  a Directed 
Studies  course,  working  on  projects 
in  such  areas  as  textile  design,  film- 
making,  scene  design,  photography, 
calligraphy,  multi-media,  illustrations, 
etc. 

Pine  Manor  graduates  have  trans- 
ferred successfully  to  such  profes- 
sional schools  as  Rhode  Island 
School  of  Design,  the  School  of  the 
Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  and 
the  Boston  University  School  of 
Fine  and  Applied  Arts. 

If  you  come  to  Pine  Manor,  be 
sure  to  check  out  the  Visual  Arts 
program.  There  is  a workshop  for  al- 
most everyone. 


The  Visual  Arts 
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Dr.  Constance  Warren 
1880-1971 


Dr.  Constance  Warren,  distin- 
guished educator,  former  head  of 
Pine  Manor,  and  former  president  of 
Sarah  Lawrence  College,  died  June 
15,  1971,  at  the  Briar  Crest  Nursing 
Home  in  Ossining,  New  York  at  the 
age  of  ninety. 

Dr.  Warren,  a 1904  graduate  of 
Vassar  College,  was  a member  and 
chairman  of  the  Dana  Hall  and  Pine 
Manor  History  Departments  during 
the  years  1917-1928.  In  1928  she 
became  the  head  of  Pine  Manor, 
serving  with  distinction  until  her 
resignation  to  become  president  of 
Sarah  Lawrence  College  in  1929,  a 
position  which  she  held  until  1945. 

Throughout  her  long  and  fruitful 
life  Dr.  Warren  was  deeply  con- 
cerned with  education.  In  1952  she 
wrote,  “I  am  one  of  those  fortunate 
people  who  have  loved  my  job, 
teaching,  for  I think  it  is  one  of  the 
most  important  in  this  world.” 

After  her  innovative  years  as 
president  of  Sarah  Lawrence,  she 
continued  to  be  extraordinarily 
active  in  a variety  of  educational 
ventures  during  the  long  period  of 
her  retirement.  Financed  by  the 
General  Education  Board  of  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation,  she  motored 
through  southeastern  United  States, 
visiting  women’s  and  co-educational 
colleges  and  lecturing  on  the  educa- 
tional research  carried  on  at  Sarah 
Lawrence. 

For  five  years  she  was  Chairman 


of  the  National  Committee  on 
Education  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  University  Women. 

She  represented  the  A.A.U.W.  on 
Roy  Larson’s  National  Education 
Committee  for  the  Public  Schools 
and  sat  for  years  on  the  Higher 
Education  Committee  of  the  Public 
Education  Association  of  New  York 
City,  as  a highly  effective  member. 

She  was  long  interested  in  the 
civic,  economic,  and  educational 
rights  of  black  people  and  was  for 
many  years  a member  of  the  New 
York  City  Committee  of  the  United 
Negro  College  Fund.  She  also 
worked  closely  in  the  development 
of  Bennett  College,  Greensboro, 
North  Carolina,  a college  for  black 
women. 

In  Maine,  where  she  made  her 
retirement  home,  she  took  up  the 
cause  of  educational  television  so 
successfully  that  the  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  Maine  voted  that  the 
studios  of  the  Maine  Educational 
Television  Network  be  named  in  her 
honor. 

Born  in  Plymouth,  New  Hamp- 
shire in  1880,  she  grew  up  in 
Albany,  New  York  where  her  father 
was  Headmaster  of  Albany 
Academy.  After  her  graduation  from 
Vassar  in  1904,  she  continued  her 
studies  at  Columbia  University, 
receiving  the  M.A.  degree  in  1905. 
Her  other  degrees  included  D.Ped., 
D.Ed.,  Litt.D.,  and  LL.D.

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An  End  and 

A Beginning 

By  Janet  Sprague  Williams 


In  recognition  of  the  retirement  of 
Janet  Sprague  Williams  after  24  years 
on  the  Pine  Manor  faculty,  Jane 
Henkels,  Director  of  Alumnae  Rela- 
tions, presents  Mrs.  Williams  (left) 
with  a Florentine  box  containing 
letters  of  appreciation  from  her 
colleagues  and  former  students  at  the 
Alumnae  Luncheon  held  during 
Alumnae  Weekend.

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The  following  informal  remarks  were 
made  at  the  Alumnae  Luncheon  on 
June  12  by  Janet  Sprague  Williams , 
self-styled  “ old-fashioned”  but  long 
a “ liberated ” woman , upon  £/ze  oc- 
casion of  her  retirement  after  24 
years  of  service  as  a distinguished 
and  dedicated  teacher  of  English  and 
a devoted , contributing  member  of 
the  Pine  Manor  community. 

I knew  early  this  morning  that 
come  noontime  I would  have  a 
compulsion  to  say  more  than 
“Thank  you”  and  “Goodbye.”  So,  I 
jotted  down  a few  thoughts,  and 
Jane  Henkels  has  kindly  said  I might 
have  a few  minutes  to  speak. 

In  the  last  few  weeks  I have 
become  more  and  more  aware  of 
how  strong  my  bonds  with  Pine 
Manor  are.  They  are  bonds  that 
have  been  welded  through  shared 
experiences  of  joys,  of  hopes,  some- 
times disappointments,  often  of 
pride  in  this  small  college.  What  is 
most  remarkable  about  these  shared 
experiences  is  the  loyalty  to  Pine 
Manor  which  colleagues  and  alumnae 
have  maintained.  Because  I am  an 
old-fashioned  person  — at  least  in 
some  ways  — the  breaking  of  such 
bonds  is  not  a light  matter  with  me. 
But  I do  know  the  bonds  of  friend- 
ship with  all  of  you  whom  I have 
known  will  never  be  broken. 

Recently  I read  an  amusing  essay, 
“Nostalgia  Shock”,  in  which  Satchel 
Paige  is  quoted  as  saying,  “Don’t 
look  back!  Something  may  be 
gaining  on  you!”  I’m  not  afraid  to 
look  back,  and  during  Mrs.  Bunting’s 
commencement  address,  in  which 
she  wisely  stressed  that  a woman 
should  not  think  about  marriage  and 
career  exclusively  in  terms  of 
either/or,  I looked  back  a bit  on  my 
own  experience.  Twice  I did  make 
the  either/or  decision.  When  I 


married,  I deliberately  turned  away 
from  continuing  in  teaching.  After 
two  years,  I was  persuaded  to  join 
the  faculty  of  the  college  where  my 
husband  was  teaching.  Then,  when 
our  daughter  was  little  and  we 
moved  back  East,  I again  chose  not 
to  teach.  One  year  later,  I was  again 
persuaded  — and  it  didn’t  take  too 
much  persuasion  — that  time  by 
Mrs.  Potter  and  a friend  on  the  Pine 
Manor  faculty. 

In  some  college  alumnae  bulletin 
I came  across  an  interview  with  a 
notably  successful  woman,  a wife 
and  mother,  who  has  a career  in 
urban  development  in  a large  city. 
When  asked,  “How  do  you  combine 
such  a big  job  with  family  responsi- 
bilities?” she  said,  “The  one  thing 
that  makes  it  possible  is  having 
efficient,  full-time  domestic  help.  It’s 
possible  then  — but  only  just.”  I 
think  she  left  out  the  one  real 
essential:  a husband  who  is  utterly 
patient  and  cooperative.  I wish  now 
to  pay  tribute  to  my  husband  who 
never  once  questioned  the  wisdom 
of  my  decisions  to  teach,  but 
supported  me  in  the  decision  and 
helped  me  carry  the  double  load. 

And  I also  pay  tribute  to  my 
daughter,  who,  to  say  the  least,  was 
always  tolerant  of  her  mother’s 
having  a commitment  to  the  college 
as  well  as  to  the  family.  If  the  two 
of  them  fretted  about  it  at  all,  they 
never  let  me  know. 

I feel  fortunate  in  having  married 
a man  whose  work  is  also  in  educa- 
tion. Of  course,  many  of  the  best 
marriages  are  between  two  who  have 
very  different  interests;  but  in  my 
case,  it  was  always  an  enormous 
help  to  blow  off  steam  about  some 
problem  at  college,  knowing  that  my 
husband  understood  completely  what 
the  steam  was  all  about.  And  over 
and  over  again,  his  calm  appraisal 


and  sane  judgement  of  an  educa- 
tional question  helped  me. 

Though  we  have  never  put  it  into 
words,  my  husband  and  I have  both, 
I feel  sure,  over  the  years  come  to 
hold  two  deep  convictions  about 
education.  The  first  is  that  what  one 
can  do  or  try  to  do  for  the 
individual  student  is  most  important: 
to  give  courage,  to  try  to  strengthen 
moral  fiber,  to  be  firm,  to  be 
appreciative  of  achievement,  but, 
above  all,  to  feel  compassion. 

Because  Pine  Manor  is  small  and 
has  always  put  high  value  on  the 
personal  relationship  between  teacher 
and  student,  it  has  been  possible  for 
me  to  try  to  do  something  beyond 
giving  information  and  directing 
students  in  learning.  I am  grateful 
for  the  opportunity,  and  I now 
realize  it  is  probably  the  main 
reason  for  my  being  happy  teaching 
here  twenty-four  years. 

The  second  conviction,  in  a larger 
framework,  is  that  education  has 
importance  in  preserving  and  for- 
warding civilisation.  Kenneth  Clark 
says  in  his  book,  Civilisation,  that 
he  cannot  precisely  define  “civilisa- 
tion.” But  he  puts  it  very  well  as 
“something  outside  the  day-to-day 
struggle  for  existence  and  the  night- 
to-night  struggle  with  fear.”  Of 
course,  we  all  know  the  day-to-day 
struggle  for  existence  is  a necessary 
reality,  but  a liberal  education  can 
do  something  to  lift  man’s  sights 
above  and  beyond  that.  That  is  why 
we  feel  — as  teachers  — we  are 
doing  something  worthwhile,  and 
why  I believe  no  teacher’s  effort  is 
ever  wasted. 

One  more  thought!  This  is  a 
moment  in  time  which  you  have 
graciously  made  a special  moment  in 
my  lifetime.  From  the  day  when,  as 
an  undergraduate,  I first  read 
Heraclitus,  I have  been  fascinated 


with  various  concepts  of  Time.  Any 
institution,  a family  or  a college,  has 
its  history  in  Time,  is  enmeshed  in 
what  we  call  the  passage  of  time, 
but  if  it  endures,  it  also  supercedes 
Time.  It  is  within  Time  that  an 
institution  accrues  traditions.  At 
Pine  Manor  we  have  had  a number 
of  traditions;  some  have  been 
dropped  (I  would  say  sometimes 
rightly)  by  students,  some  have  been 
modified  to  fit  new  attitudes,  some 
have  been  preserved.  One  tradition 
lasted  until  1955  when  Miss  Cooke 
died.  At  the  end  of  every 
commencement,  Miss  Cooke, 
addressing  herself  to  the  graduating 
class,  quoted  the  first  stanza  of 
Robert  Browning’s  “Rabbi  Ben 
Ezra.”  The  first  lines  are 

Grow  old  along  with  me! 

The  best  is  yet  to  be, 

The  last  of  life,  for  which 
the  first  was  made. 

I could  not  understand  giving 
that  thought  to  the  young,  for 
whom,  naturally,  the  now,  the  joys 
and  problems  of  the  present,  were 
bound  to  be  all-important.  I can 
appreciate  the  aptness  of  Miss 
Russell’s  using  that  quotation  at  the 
conclusion  of  her  fine  book,  Pme 
Manor,  The  First  Fifty  Years.  In 
fact,  I can  now  understand  better 
why  Miss  Cooke  loved  those  lines. 

But  for  some  years  after  Miss 
Cooke’s  death  I chose  a different 
quotation  to  give  “my  girls”  who 
were  graduating.  And  now  I intend 
to  make  these  words  my  own  guide- 
line. They  are  from  “Little  Gidding,” 
one  part  of  T.S.  Eliot’s  Four 
Quartets. 

What  we  call  the  beginning 
is  often  the  end 

And  to  make  an  end 
is  to  make  a beginning. 

The  end  is  where  we  start  from.
